The fire bell startled the citizens of 
Dix on a lltt’e after eig ht o'clock Sun­ 
day evening , with the alarm of tire in 
the First ward. Crowds rushed out 
upon the eteets, hastened in the direc­ 
tion taken by the tire 
wag on and 
crowded their way into the alley s lead­ 
ing the court back of the ex press office. 
A g reat feeling of relief came when it 
was found that trouble wa* averted in 
this most dang erous locality of the fire 
district. 
Thomas Bennett, who drives for the 
Wilber Lumber Co., was passing up 
thru the alley from tie lumber y ards 
when he saw sig ns of a blaze back of 
the feed barn of John Banker. 
Think­ 
ing someone hf d 
a boo-tire, he went up 
to see if it was being watched and dis­ 
covered (lames Issuing from a larg e 
g arbag e box . 
No water was near, so 
he ran throug h the alley leading south 
and tried to reach the telephone in 
Roy al Jones’ undertaking rooms. This 
place was locked, as were other places 
near, so he called “ Fire! Fire back of 
feed barn,” and started on a run for 
the fire hall, a couple of blocks distant. 
Nicholas Bly turned

and 
it 
was 
answered 
promptly 
by the fire company , and the hose 
wag g on with Chief Detrick at the 1 inc, 
was at the scene in a moment. 
In the meantime John Kanken, who 
was in his feed barn, had heard Mr. 
Bennett when he called. “ Fire,” and 
hurry ing to the back of the stable saw 
the trouble. 
Catching up a pail he 
filled it with water and running out 
dashed it upon the blazing box . Three 
or four bucket of water ex ting uished 
the f l a m e s just as the lire department 
came upon the scene. 
With ax es the 
boy s tore open die box and made sure 
that every thing was safe while .Police­ 
man Charles Ball endeavored to keep 
the ex cited crowd back. 
It seems a 
pity that a crowd cannot keep out of 
the way of the fire department and 
g ive them room to handle their hose. 
Jf it had been necessary to use water 
the boy s say they would have g iven 
the crowd a g ood wetting , and they 
will do It the nex t time if they cannot 
clear the way by any other meats.

When W. H. Baldwin, Jr., accept'd 
the task of reincarnating the Long Uk 
and railroad, about three years ago, 
one of th** first big schemes he ’mu • 
took in the line of reform was the oil 
device of the Californians for prevent­ 
ing ihe clouds of « lust from inundaiing 
th« 1 trains on his lines in dry weather. 
The new president 
knew about 
the 
P ’tents in existence and waited a fn" 
year before putting the oiling 
s y s t e m 
in use on the Long island roadbeds, so 
ns to de‘ermine whether or not 
the 
owners of the patents were 
e n t hhv 
legally to tho royalties demanded. The 
most able patent lawyers in the coun­ 
try were engaged to hunt up the rec­ 
ords. the result of their research being 
the opinion that the novelty of the idea 
entitled the patent covering it ‘o full 
protection under the laws, and that the 
patentees can collect royalties legally 
That much having been settled defi­ 
nitely, the Long Island railroad started 
an active campaign against the dust 
e 
11s in 1898.
